IN WESTMINSTER ABBEY 


Many pictures, precise ant fill 
of ancaning and beanty, psod 
leforo the eyes of those who wait- 
ed in tho Abbey: they passed in 
Kuch steady succession that Uho 
long hours led not to wourlhesa 
but to the sort of excitement that 
for the suost part only drame and 
action can give. When al last 
the great guns, here dimly heard, 
hoomod tho news of the King’s 
departure fram‘ Baekinghom 
Paluco we seemed already tohave 
beov translated, liko Danto in his 
vision, through many cirely of 
ceatasy. Had we really sorvel ut 
nomoro than‘ tle prelude? The 
spollof the Abbey, whiere hadbeon 
crowned every king save onesince 
Harold fell at Bastings, had fallen 
in progressive power on us all; 
but it was joined with “ toucla of 
things human" that rose tothe 
dignity of the Abhey itself, 


never loft’ the aminds evon at 
tho last when. the King and 
(ucen wore imperially enthroned 
on tho dais.in tho ‘contre, they 
seaniad to be a partof the eross; 
and it) was felt. that Chey. must 
inspire mystical wvirtuo fram’ the 
very place af their enthronement.
